The plant will employ 
over 700 sewing machine 
operators initially, in ade 
dition to administrative 
personnel, but company of- 
ficials say they expect to 
be providing jobs for nearly 
2,000 workers by 1972, An-, 
nual payroll at that time 
will be over $6 million, 

Construction will begin 
immediately on a 180,000 
square foot plant in Elba, 
and production is expected 
to begin by April 1, 1970, 
Already, some 100 employ- 
ees are at work in a train- 
ing plant in Elba, financed 
by contributions of $25,000 
from Elba citizens.
